THE NEW ADAM: 
WILL IT BYTE THE APPLE... 
OR BYTE THE DUST? 


If recent news reports are correct, it appears that 
things at Coleco aren’t exactly what you’d call a Garden 
of Eden as far as the new Adams is concerned. Earnings 
estiaates for the third quarter have been revised 
downward by stock analysts because of fears that Coleco 
won’t be able to ship the projected 388,898 Adag units 
in tise to meet the Christeas sarket needs. 


Adae is Coleco’s auch touted word processor/personal 
computer that was supposed to be available this fall for 
less than $686 including a printer. Early reviews of 
the Adas have been cautious because of several real and 
potential probleas. 


Qne area of difficulty has to do with the printer, which 
will run auch slower than aany of the higher-priced 
printers. Another concern is that the cassette-based 
storage system will not provide as such flexibility as a 
disk drive systes. 


Adaa suffered some eabarrasseent at a Coleco news 
conference in early September when some of the dozen or 
so models ta be demonstrated didn’t work as expected. 
The problems were blased on the word processing 
software, and Coleco expected tc have thes cleared up 
within a short tiae. 


However, analysts have pointed out that Coleco will 
still need to obtain FCC approval before they are able 
to ship the products, and this #ay cause a delay of as 
auch af 38 days if there are any serious probless in 
debugging the software. Coleco was originally scheduled 
to begin shipping by August Sist. Apparently the 
company will still need to hire about 2,888 additional 
assembly workers before it will be in its full & 
production mode.

If 
Coleco is able to solve the Adag probles in tise to eeet 
the Christeas aarket, the low price will be very 
attractive to shoppers, and Atari’s position as 
competitor will need to be supported verbally by all of 
us because of the fine products which we know Atari to 
be capable of offering ona reliable basis. On the 
other hand, if the Adaw coaputer does not sake it to 
market in tiae for Christeas, this seans that sone of 
the potential Adae customers will turn to such products 
as the Atari acdels, and that those of us who planned on 
buying Atari’s as gifts or who have recommended thea to 
our friends as gift-giving ideas should get on the ball 
and do our shopping early so as to avoid disappointaent 
as the Christaas season approaches. 


Rumor tells us that the new Atari acdels will be 
available by Christaas. What we need to remember is 
this. The first tise Adam fell, we all got into trouble 
for it. This tise we know better.

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OSBORNE FACES FAILURE 
WITHOUT NEW GRIP ON FINANCES 


Unless Osborne is able to sell its case to a new buyer 
within a very short time, the once highly successful 
portable computer is likely to be dropped from the 
competitive asarketplace. Osborne is the company that 
created the portable computer, and experts believe that 
the probleas are largely due to financial sisaanagesent 
pak than to the idea of the portable small coaputer 
itself. 


Financial experts believe that Osborne will have 
difficulty attracting either a partner or an all-out 
buyer because it has nothing unique to offer in today’s 
marketplace. Although it was at one tise the leader in 
portable computers and in low pricing, coapetitors have 
sade great inroads in both of these efforts, and Osborne 
lacks the resources to come up with sosething new and 
sererent enough to be attractive to the coaputer-buying 
public. 
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LISA NOT EXACTLY 
APPLE OF THE EYE 


Apple Cosputer, once the leader in the saall coaputer 
field, is on shaky ground as far as its new Lisa is 
concerned. The main problea is the same one which other 
business-oriented seal! computers are facing -- naaely, 
competition fro the IBM PC. 


WHAT? S UP? 
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Because of its longstanding reputation for quality and 
dependability, IBM has enjoyed enoraous success Since 
its introduction inte the small computer sarket. For 
many Small businesses, it was exactly what they had been 
waiting for. They knew IBN, and they didn’t know Apple, 
and aS aresult IBM is setting the standard for the 
industry, 


What this means for Apple is some serious rethinking 
about where the best future lies. Lisa has been 
underscld by IRM, and other Apple aodels have been 
undersold by Atari. Apple stocks are reflecting these 
difficulties, and the responses which Apple sakes to 
these probleas will certainly be interesting to watch in 
the cosing sonths. 
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PRODUCT REVIEW 
GEMINI 18X PRINTER

I just recently acquired a new Gemini-1@X printer after J 
having used an Epson WMX-88 for a long time. I had read 
the literature and seen the ads for the Geaini for sose 
time and it seemed to be close enough to the Epson to 
not force se to change any of ay software. As you know, 
once you have acquired software that works, you hate to 
upset the balance. The software J was concerned about 
was my word processor, ay graphics program (which has a 
screen dump) and a general purpose screen duap. J aa 
happy to report that they all work. 


Now, about some detail. {t is rated at 128 cps. I have & 
not timed it but it is faster than the MX-88, It is also 
quieter, and I really like that. It comes with both 
friction and pin feed. A print buffer of about IK, 
bi-directional printing and a Slew of character sets 
that you can pick from including the ability to download 
your own set of 96 characters. It also supports neat 
things like superscript and subscript, double strike, 
underline, italics, condensed, expanded, and dot 
addressable print. 


About the only thing that I had on the Epson that is 
significantly different is the printing of inverse 
Characters. On the Epson they came out in italics (very 
nice), on the Geaini they come out in block graphics. I 
guess I can’t have everything, Last, but hardly least, 
was the price. The Gemini had aore features for the 
dollar than any other printer I saw and we are talking 
right around $368 depending on where you get it. If you 
are looking for a printer then I would recossend this 
one,

FAMILY COMPUTING, a aagazine which hopes to attract 
readers who have relatively little understanding of 
computer concepts, published its first issue this past 
month and was widely available in the Dallas area. 


According to Editor-in-Chief Claudia Cohl, adults need 
to learn about the world of coaputing right along with 
their children. Cohl predicts that "36 million fasilies 
are expected to buy computers for their hoses in the 
next few years," and it is her belief that “the nusber 
one activating force behind this initial purchase is the 
future of our children." 


FAMILY COMPUTING is expected to fill a gap in the 
computer publications field because of its focus on the 
non-technical user. Cohl describes it a5 "a magazine 
that will serve as a guide while we toddle as eagerly as 
the very young and step as cautiously as the very old 
into the world of this new technology.’ 


Each issue of FAMILY COMPUTING will have at least six 
areas of focus: people, how-to’s, consuser inforaation, 
programming, home applications, and user contributions. 
Readers are encouraged to share their experiences by 
sending in articles, programs, games, puzzles, and 
questions, 


This sonth’s issue of FAMILY COMPUTING contains a nuaber 
of articles which will be of interest to DAL-ACE 
meabers. For example, an article entitled "Cosputer 
Buyer’s Guide: A Look at the Leading Brands," cospares 
the seven best-selling computer brands bought for hose 
use, These are Apple, Atari, Comacdore, IBM, Radio 
Shack, Texas Instruments, and Tisex Sinclair. 
(Portables and business-oriented computers are not 
included.)

Another Ateri-related article is entitled "When Kerrie 
Holton Talks, Atari Listens." The article describes how

EDITORIAL COMMENT. It is our opinion that a sagazine of 
this sort has been needed for along time. Until 
recently, cosputer buyers tended to be 
technically-criented people who wanted to use coaputers 
as hobbies or for developing programs. However, as 
Editor Coch} has pointed out, the field of computer US5ING 
has expanded tremendously, and sany of today’s adults 
feel very uneasy about becoming involved in the new 
technology. 
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These feelings of inadequacy are not surprising, and we 
are pleased to see that at last someone has coe out 
with a publication which is able to avoid using 
"“computerese” when it addresses the needs of its 
audience. Speakers of “computerese” sometimes have a 
tendency tc sake people feel "stupid" because the 
coaputer novices have no understanding of what is being 
discussed. 


Psychologists and sociologists who study the effects of 
language on people have pointed out that specific 
language dialects used by a narrow group of people 
within a culture are often used to include or exclude 
people from participation in a group. We have observed 
this phenomenon a nuaber of tiaes, and for that reason 
we salute FAMILY COMPUTING and its publisher, 
Scholastic, Inc., for helping sore of us learn to speak 
the language that will allow us entry into the world of 
the experienced computer user.

BASM 
BASIC COMPILER AND ASSEMBLER 
Review by JIM CHANEY 


What is BASH? Is it a compiler or an asseabler, or can 


it really be both? Jf your definition of a BASIC 
COMPILER is based on the translation of ATARI BASIC into 
machine code then, BASH is not a compiler. BASH mill 
not translate ATARI BASIC into machine language. Sorry, 
but it was not designed to perfora that task. It was 
designed to perfore a auch aore powerful task! 


So, is BASH an assembler? YES! BASH is the sost 
powerful assembler on the home coaputer aarket! It 
eaploys a unique concept that sets it apart fro any 
other system that I have ever worked with. It is this 
unique approach that lead the folks at COMPUTER ALLIANCE 
to call their system a “Basic Compiler". The foundation 
of this concept is the use of sacros (predefined 
asseably odules) that have the “appearance” of BASIC 
statements. YES, it looks like BASI£ and it is as easy 
to write as BASIC, but in reality, itis treated 
(asseabled) like a macro. Here is a saaple:

That looks like BASIC! Yes, but in the sase prograa you 
may have a DEFINITION (BASH feature for language 
extension) that has only slight reseablance to BASIC:

If you can examine the above code and decipher what it 
may be doing, then you are ready for BASN' Granted, the 
"PUT" and "LET" aay require some learning, but the 
purpose of the DEFINITION should be fairly ‘obvious. 
And, acre iaportantly, the POWER of "DEF, ENDDEF" should 
send a tingle up the spine. And this is only the first 
hint of the power that BASH brings to your keyboard’ 


SASK allows you to write prograss ina eixture of 
asseably language, Basic (at least it looks like Basic), 
macros (called GEFINIT{ONS), and library units. All 
BASH code, including the DEFINITIONS, say be written in 
this aixture of languages. Actually, it is only our 
preconception of the division between BASIC and ASSEMBLY 
that makes BASH look like a “mixture". What did 


COMPUTER ALLIANCE do? They tock the best features of — 


beth language types and put thea together to define a 
new Janquage' FANTASTIC!! In this new language the 
programmer has the unique option of aixing BASIC, which 
is easy to write, and assesbly code, which will sost 
likely be auch faster. It has always been ay personal 
philosophy that BASIC should be used for initial progras 
developaent and that ASSEMBLY be used where speed was 
needed. So, I finally have a language that not only 
allows ae to aix BASIC and ASSEMBLY, but also compiles 
the BASIC to boot! | 


Is BASH al] roses and sunshine? I wish it were so! As 
any reasonable prograemer should expect, a new language 
brings a new “learning” experience. Jt would be great 
if the BASH BASIC was exactly like ATARI BASIC with all 
these nice features added. But, that is only a dreae. 
It is a new language and requires new learning and 
experience. Here are a few of the sore noticable 
differences between BASH and ATARI basic: 


# Pisension (DIM) statesents are required for all 
variable naaes. Floating point nuabers (supported by 
a BASH library unit) require 6 bytes and integers aay 
be defined as either 1 or 2 bytes. Arrays of nusbers 
can be a bit tricky, but with a bit of learning they 
can be manipulated with ease. 2 


t The GOTO statement aust be directed at a “label 
rather than a line nuaber. Labels say be contain as 
gany as 32 characters and aay include the underline 
character (_},  ‘“START_GF LOOP" is an acceptable 
label, | 


# The IF statement has 3 foraats:

Asseably language in BASH follows the 6582 standards and 
usual @acro instructions. There appear to be no 
limitations on how assembly is aixed with BASIC. I have 
used a free flowing sixture of the two with no probleas 
fat least YET). 


The BASH creation cycle follows the standard Asseabler 
pattern; create the SOURCE code with the BASH text 
editor, then assemble (compile) to OBJECT foraat. The @ 
"LIST" options in this procedure are rather unique (had &

If the ".LST CODE" command is included in the SOURCE 
file, then the listing (printer or screen) will contain 
the asseably Janquage translation of the BASIC

language programaer a real opportunity to learn a little 
more about 6582 code and the ATARI operating systes. 


The BASH system will automatically locate the resulting 
OBJECT file in the sescry above itself (the BASH systes 
code). This allows a rapid generation, test, correction 
cycle. However, if your OBJECT file goes over 15K {in a 
48K systea) you can relocate it to reclaia the 16K BASH 
accupies {$1E88 to $5688). Your OBJECT file say be 
loaded from DOS with the “L” command or renaned 
"AUTORUN. SYS" for auto-boot. 


Will BASH speed up program development tise? YES! | 
have been in the business of estiaating program 
developaent tises for about 28 years. And I have 
personally used BASH to develop a program in six weeks 
that would have taken six aonths with any other systes. 
What is BASH? | would call it a "SUPER, PROGRAM 
DEVELOPMENT SYSTEM"! In addition, it is a great teacher 
for intermediate asseably language programeers! NO, I 
would not recogaend it for beginning programeers. It 
requires a good, fundamental knowledge of asseably 
Janguage for effective utilization. It could be used to 
teach beginning assembly, but there are such sore 
effective ways to accosplish that task.
